In response to the Restriction Requirement dated May 29, 2003, applicants hereby elect with 
traverse Group I (claims 1-9).

For example, the antibodies of Group n were made by immunizing an animal with the polypeptides 
of Group I (i.e., the antibodies of Group n are specific to the polypeptides of Group I).
